President Reports To Trustees— 


Auburn Needs 75 More Faculty 


A request for 75 new faculty positions and salary increases 
to match competitive scales was presented to the Board of Trustees 


by President Harry M. Philpott. The 


tional Homecoming eve session, approv- 
ed an increase in room and board fees, 
a swimming pool for the proposed au- 
ditorium arena, and the award of two 
honorary degrees. 

Dr. Philpott told the trustees that 75 
new faculty members are needed now 
far am ideal teacher-student ratio. En- 
rollment increased approximately 1,000 
this fall as compared with last fall. De- 
spite recent salary increases, Auburn 
University still lags about 10 per cent 
behind the average of Southern land- 
grant and state universities, President 
Philpott noted. 

The Board approved the addition of 
$500,000 .to the $4.5 million budget for 
construction of an auditorium-arena 
The budget increase will make it pos- 
sible to include in the plans a 75’ x 45’ 
swimming pool and adjoining 35’ x 37’ 
diving pool. The revised budget also 
will provide additional theater equip- 
ment. 

Effective next June 1, combined room 
and board charges will increase $15: 
from $180 to $195 in non-airconditioned 
dorms and from $200 to $215 in those 
with airconditioning. Male students, 


-who have an option of eating in dorm- 


itory cafeterias, will pay the additional 
$15 only if they eat in the dormitory 
cafeteria. Rising construction, operating, 
and food costs were cited by Trustees.

plained that even after the hike, Au- 
burn’s charges will be lower than those 
of comparable universities. 

Trustees approved honorary degrees 
for Dr. Estes H. Hargis '19, retired phy- 
sician and surgeon of Birmingham, and 
for Jackson R, McGowen, a vice presi- 
dent of Douglas Aircraft Co. of Long 
Beach, Calif. Dr. Hargis last year es- 
tablished a professorship in American 
Literature and this year, a similar one 
in English Literature. McGowen, bro- 
ther of N. E. (Dick) McGowen "41 and 
James N. McGowen ’49, has been act- 
ively interested in establishing seminar 
programs at Auburn for training fu- 
ture management personnel. 

Action to include the swimming pool 
follows students requests and admin- 
istration review. It was announced this 
past summer that cost of the auditorium- 
arena would exceed original estimates, 
forcing eliminatian of the pool until a 
future date. President Philpott announc- 
ed that a $76,000 contract had been 
awarded for grading of the site—well 
below an estimated cost of $88,000. The 
Board authorized the president ta pro- 
ceed at ance with final plans and bids 
and to seek possible funds for the multi- 
purpose building under terms of the 
Higher Education Facilities Act, from 
the athletic association, and from the

Plan Campus Visit 


Auburn is one of eight institutions se- 
lected for a special air-tour sponsored 
by National Association of State Uni- 
versities and Land-Grant Colleges and 
by the Educational Writers Association. 

Top writers and editors representing 
national media will visit the campus 
Nov. 21-22 and attend programs de- 
signed to show how Auburn serves the 
state and nation. 

The tour will open Sunday night, 
Nov. 21, with a dinner featuring Au- 
burn President Harry M. Philpott and 
Dr. Frank Rose, president of the Uni- 
versity of Alabama. 

Monday’s program will include talks 
by Dr. Wilbur Tincher, head of In- 
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for salaries of added professional, tech~ 
nical and cther staff, as well as for re- 
search expenses. 

Dr. Philpott announced receipt of the 
grant in Birmingham earlier this month 
at one of the meetings staged there as 
part of “Bulldog-War Eagle Week” to 
salute work of the two universities. He 
said that the grant resulted from con- 
tacts of Rockefeller personnel with 
people in various parts of the world who 
studied under Dr. Swingle. Foundation 
officers were impressed with Dr. Swing- 
le’s work and influence in developing 
pond fish production as a food source. 
The Rockefeller grant will make pos- 
sible intensive study of means to in- 
crease fish production in impounded 
waters. 

Fertilized fish ponds at Auburn have 
produced 5,400 pounds of fish per acre 
in a seven-month period at a cost of 
five cents per pound. This cost is cheap- 
er than for ather animal proteins. An- 
nual yields of up to seven tons per 
acre have been obtained in fertilized 
ponds in some tropical countries. The 
Auburn University Agricultural Experi- 
ment Station research program! on pond 
fish praduction has become under Dr. 
Swingle the world’s largest. 

Next May Dr. Swingle will be a major 
participant in a worldwide symposium 
in Rome to be sponsored by the UN’s 
Food and Agricultural Organization. Dr. 
Swingle was in Rome last year to help 
plan the symposium which will be pre- 
sented in three languages. Later in the 
year he will be in Tokyo as a member 
of the standing committee to report 
on world developments and needs in 
fresh water sciences to the Pacific Ser- 
vices Association which draws its mem- 
bership from the 15 countries bordering 
on the Pacific. 

Dr. Swingle has directed the training 


at Auburn of more than 60 foreign stu- 


dents in fisheries and has served as 
consultant in establishing fisheries in 
Thailand, India, Israel, and other coun-

Auburn To Try Teacher Evaluation

Students will be able to test their teachers for a change this 
quarter, that is, if the teachers are willing to take the risk. The Teach- 
er Evaluation Committee of the Student Senate will sponsor a teacher 


evaluation system at the end of the 
quarter that will show instructors both 
the good and bad points of their teach- 
ing method. 

The evaluation, which is on a vol- 
untary basis, consists of a two-part 
questionnaire that will be given to all 
instructors. Those wishing to participate 
in the program will give the question- 

- naire to all their classes on a specific 
date near the end of the quarter, The 
names of the students will not appear 
on the tests. 

In the first part of the questionnaire, 
students will give a short written eval- 
uation of the instructor. The second 
part will concern actual teaching abil- 
ity, qualitative content of lecture, and 
classroom procedure, No one will see 
the results of the test except the in- 
structor himself. 

The Student Senate began working on 
the idea of teacher evaluation for Au- 
burn last spring. Senators who attended 
the SUSGA convention talked to repre- 
sentatives from Florida State Univer- 
sity, where a teacher evaluation pro- 
gram is used, and became impressed

faculty; by Dean of Education Truman 
Pierce on how Auburn serves Alabama 
schools; by Dr. J. E. Greene, Dean, 
Schdol of Veterinary Medicine, on Au- 
burn’s service to the South through 
its regional veterinary medicine pro- 
gram: by Dr. H. S. Swingle, on Au- 
burn’s service to the world through 
its fisheries research program. 

President Philpott will conclude the

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with the idea. On returning to Auburn, 
they discussed the possibility of having 
such a program here with members of 
the faculty and the administration. 

The Student Senate set up a com- 
mittee headed by Gayle Marks to study 
the teacher evaluation idea. Sample 
evaluations were obtained from other 
colleges throughout the country in- 
cluding Harvard, Yale, and Vanderbilt, 
which have very good teacher evalu- 
ation systems. The committee found 
that most colleges in the United States 
have some form of teacher evaluation. 
After they had obtained the samples, 
the committee invited one faculty mem- 
ber from each schoo] ta the meetings 
to discuss plans for the system. 

The evaluation program has the full 
support of Auburn President Harry M. 
Philpott and of the Faculty Council. 
Reactions frdm professors vary, how- 
ever, from “ridiculous” to “It’s a won- 
derful idea. I would like to know what 
my students think of my teaching.” 

Student reaction is just as varied as 
that of the professors. Several students 
interviewed said that they do not think 
that the program will accomplish very 
much because most teachers will pay 
no attention to student opinion. One 
optimistic student, however, commented, 
“Oh, I like that idea!”

Receives Gottlieb Professorship 


The Gottlieb Professorship in Civil Engineering, third en- 
dowed professorship to be established at Auburn University in the 
past two years, heads a list of four major gifts received by the Uni- 


versity in recent weeks. 

The new professorship and gifts to 
Auburn Annual Giving from the Illges 
Foundation and from the Class of 1925 
plus a grant from the Humble Oil 
Company represent a composite of 
more than $61,000. 

The Gottlieb Professorship is being 
established by Leon Gottlieb ’22 of Co- 
lumbus, Ga., in memory of two broth- 
ers, Sam Gottlieb ’33 and Jacob Gott- 
lieb ’21. The new professorship will 
be made possible by a gift to Auburn 
University provided in the will of the 
late Sam Gottlieb, by memorial gifts 
of his friends and business associates, 
and by a substantial gift from Leon 
Gottlieb. 

“We are highly honored and tremen- 
dously pleased that our department will 
receive the Gottlieb Professorship,” 
commented Dr. Donald A. Sawyer, head 
of the Civil Engineering Department. 
“Tentative plans are to award the pro- 
fessorship in the area of hydraulics— 
an area in which the department has 
achieved distinction but in which we 
have lost two key men.” 

The gift of the John P. and Dorothy 
S. Illges Foundation to Annual Giving 
represents a continuation of significant 
suppert of Auburn University by a Co- 
lumbus family with three generations 
of Auburn affiliations. The gift has 
no restrictions as to its use. 

S. Dean Petersen, class president, 
presented a gift of the Class of 1925 
for Auburn Annual Giving to President 
Philpott at the Homecoming luncheon. 
Approximately half of the class mem- 
bers contributed. In presenting the gift 
Mr. Petersen, a Chattanooga, Tenn., 
city commissioner, said it was the hope 
of the Class of 1925 that other classes 
would give special support to AAG in 
future years. 

Rounding out the gift list was the 
grant of the Humble Oil Company. This 
gift of $3,500 is for a graduate fellow- 
ship in the School of Engineering. Dean 
Fred H. Pumphrey said a $2,400 fellow- 
ship has been awarded to Mrs. James 
W. Jones, Jr., the former Sarah Jane 
Marsh ’63. Both she and her husband 
are graduate students in electrical en- 
gineering. Mrs. Jones is a member of 
Phi Kappa Phi, Mortar Board, and en- 
gineering and mathematics honoraries.

school. 

The two Gottlieb brothers honored 
through creation of the new professor- 
ship in civil engineering both were en- 
gineering graduates of Auburn. Sam 
Gottlieb was a graduate in Civil En- 
gineering who had been associated for 
a number of years with the San Marco 
Contracting Co. of St. Augustine, Fla. 
At Auburn he was a member of Tau 
Beta Pi and Blue Key honoraries. Until 
his death in September he had been 
active in the affairs of the highway con- 
struction industry. The late Jacob Gott- 
lieb took his degree in Mechanical En- 


gineering and until his death in 1963 


in New York was a long-time employee 
of Westinghouse Electric. He had held 
one of the early patents related to air- 
conditioning. A member of Phi Kappa 
Phi and engineering honoraries, he had 
won the Hutchinson Prize for inventive 
ability. 

Leon Gottlieb, a Civil Engineering 
graduate, for a number of years has 
been executive vice president of Wright 
Contracting Co. of Columbus, Ga. An 
honor student, Mr. Gottlieb worked 
with the Alabama Highway Department 


before entering private business. He 
served four years in the Corps of En- 
gineers in World War II, attaining the 
rank of lieutenant colonel. 

Under provisions of the professorship, 
the recipient will receive a supplement 
to his base salary in recognition of su- 
perior teaching abilities. It is the third 
such professorship established as part 
of the University’s effort to hold and 
attract faculty members of exceptional 
ability, thus improving the quality of 
instruction and research. Dr. Estes 
Hargis °19 of Birmingham has given 
two such professorships for the Depart- 
ment of English, one in English Lit- 
erature earlier this year and one in 
American Literature in 1964. 


WL. Sims To Head 
1966 Annual Giving 


William Lee Sims, II, ’20,; who was 
instrumental in making Auburn’s first 
Annual Giving program a success, will 
head the 1966 Annual Giving drive. 
Presently a director of the Auburn 
University Foundation, he has just com- 
pleted a term on the Alumni Association 
Executive Committee. 

Mr. Sims, whose appointment was 
announced at Homecoming, is a former 
president of Colgate-Palmolive Co. He 
has had a varied business career includ- 
ing working with his father in an ad- 
vertising agency in Birmingham, farm- 
ing in Eden, and spending 33 years with 
the Colgate-Palmolive Co. Beginning as 
-a salesman in 1924, Mr. Sims later spent 
13 years abroad forming the Italian 
subsidiary of the company and running 
the European sales and advertising with 
headquarters in Paris. In 1940 he re- 
turned to Jersey City, N. J., as assis- 
tant to the president. After working with 
foreign operations as vice president, he 
became president of Colgate-Palmolive 
International and executive vice presi- 
dent of the parent company in 1952. 
He became head of the Colgate- 
Palmolive Co. in 1955 and served as 
president: until his retirement in 1957. 

The retired executive lives in Or- 
lando, Fla., where he is president of 
Sims Groves, Inc. In addition to his 
faithful support of Auburn, Mr. Sims 
serves as a state commissioner of the 
St. Augustine Historical Restoration and 
Preservation Commission. 

Mr. Sims’ plans for 1966 Annual 
Giving include the appointment of key 
Auburn alumni as regional leaders to 
direct Annual Giving in their areas.

As principal speaker for the annual session of Alabama College 
Registrars and Admissions officers which met at Auburn in October, 
Dr. Harry Philpott emphasized the need to recognize the individual 


in working with increasing numbers 
of students—‘We are not dealing with 
a mass but with individuals.” 
Auburn’s registrar Charles W. Ed- 
wards presented a paper that contrast- 
ed present and future concerns by 
tracing the history of registrars. Mr. 
Edwards said the earliest registrar on 
record was Robert Hobbs of Cambridge 
University in 1506, but the third reg- 
istrar, Matthew Stokes, set the prece- 
dent in duties and responsibilities of 
the office. He checked the candidates 
for degrees and arranged faculty, celeb- 
rities, and dignitaries in academic for- 
mation. However, he did not review 
the applications for admission. He just 
recorded arrivals at the University. 
The group honored Edwards along 
with his wife, who is assistant regis- 
trar, and Registrar Virginia Hendrick 
of Alabama College for their long serv- 
ice. When the Edwards retire next 
July 1, they will have a combined to- 
tal of 77 years in the registrar’s office 
at .Auburn. Miss Hendrick has been 
the Alabama College registrar for 48 
years.

During his tour of the United States, 
Professor and Town Planner Hubert 
Hoffman of Graz, Austria, visited the 
Auburn campus and lectured as the 
guest of the School of Architecture 
and the Arts. Speaking about homes 
and towns, Prof. Hoffman said that 
few people realize the psychological 
importance of space in architectural 
planning. In a closed society, bad archi- 
tecture and poor town planning are 
used to create a man with a small 
mind who can be easily manipulated. 
He added that good planning can keep 
freedom and democracy through the 
same means of influencing the popula- 
tion. Individual homes, Hoffman says, 
should be built “after the ideas of the 
home owner and he should construct 
part of the lodging himself.”

Foundation awarding Auburn a $500,000 
4 ant is one whose significance might not be 

fully appreciated at first reading. Its magni- 
tude, of course, makes it newsworthy, for 
half a million dollars is an important ele- 
ment in anybody’s research budget. For Au- 
burn it is the largest single grant the institu- 
tion has ever received. 


The award also is the first major grant 
to Auburn by one of the large and nationally- 
known foundations. In attracting foundation 
attention, as in many other endeavors, noth- 
ing succeeds like success. Thus, there is a 
potential here far beyond the handsome sum 
of the Rockefeller grant. 


To the uninitiated the nationally-prom- 
inent foundations may seem to dispense 
funds lavishly. Indeed they do _ bestow 
amounts that stagger the imagination of 
most of us. These foundations, however, have 
professional staffs that evaluate most care- 
fully the many deserving projects that come 
to their attention. 


Therefore, an award from the Rockefeller 
cannot help but work to advantage of other 
Auburn programs which may in the future 
come under the scrutiny of foundation don- 
ors. It is an important “seal of approval” on 
the national level of the quality of work per- 
formed at Auburn. 


The research grant also comes as a well- 
deserved tribute to the skill and to the dedi- 
cated years of effort which Dr. Swingle has 
given to his study of fish production in ponds. 
It must be tremendously satisfying to this 
now-internationally recognized scientist that 
Rockefeller personnel recommended the grant 
in large measure because of their contact 
with Swingle-trained fisheries people around 
the world. His students’ success is a teacher’s 
greatest reward. President Philpott expressed 
it well in Birmingham where he announced 
the grant, saying it represents a “tribute to 
an individual serving his state, nation and 
the world.” 


The grant also reminds us of the world’s 
struggle for adequate nourishment. We can 
remember some years ago hearing Dr. Swin- 
gle speak to a civic club about his work. For 
that audience it was a matter of having much 
improved recreational fishing. But there is a 
steady stream of students from other coun- 
tries coming to study under Dr. Swingle and 
his associates for a far more important rea-

son. Looking back to an article in a 1964 is- 
sue of The Alumnews, we read not only that 
well-managed ponds in tropical climates can 
produce up to seven tons of fish per acre an- 
nually, but that pond fish provides a unit of 
food that can be consumed at one meal.

Here And There— 


Is Poetry Obsolete?

Poetry, therefore, is a more philosophical 
and a higher thing than history: for poetry 
tends to express the universal, history the 
particular — Aristotle. 

Nowadays few people, other than stu- 
dents working on class assignments, read 
poetry. And, apparently, poetry isn’t really 
fashionable at many of our public schools. 
The circle of poetry readers seems to be 

confined largely to English teachers, English 
majors, writers, occasional Ry en nce and 
a dwindling number of Christ- 
ians whose faith directs them 
to regular perusal of the Bible, 
which is, among other things, 
a great anthology of poetry. 
Some people have hinted 
from time to time that the 
human race has just about 
outgrown poetry. Others have 
suggested that we have run 
out of poets who speak to 
more than a limited audience

of “initiates.” Such conclusions are not very 
acceptable. 


To suggest that man can outgrow the 
need for poetry is to assume thaf he can 
transcend the need for religion. The language 
of religion is poetry. Every great religious 
statement that I have ever read or heard has 
been, explicitly or implicitly, poetic. To say 
that we have run out of poets who speak to 
a general audience when Robert Frost has 
not long been dead and Carl Sandburg still 
lives is to speak with scant regard for accur- 
acy — and even if we had run out of living 
poets, the poetry of the past is unexhausted 
and inexhaustible. 


Our general disregard of poetry is, I fear, 
another consequence of the brash pride that 
has led to the neglect of other fundamentals 
in public education. Apparently, we have as- 
sumed that poetry is for a select few, not the 


masses, and that it is thus inconsequential | 


for democratic education. In making such a 
judgment, we have forgotten that the ballad, 
a great and perhaps the first poetic form, is 
the product not of an isolated eccentric, or 
artist, but of the people. 


The folly of our neglect of poetry in gen- 
eral education came home to me fully upon 
two occasions recently when I fell back, al- 
most by accident, upon simple but effective 
poems to fill out an hour — in one case with 
a group of night school adults who are form- 
er high school dropouts and in the second 
with a lad who needs some tutoring to catch 
up with his high school class. 


The response in both instances was so 
favorable that it was almost startling. Those 
simple, eloquent lines spoke so well to an un- 
defined need for meaning that the features 
of the students were transformed and their 
eyes reflected an almost unsuspected depth of 


sensitivity and intelligence. I hope that I 


don’t live long enough to forget the lesson 
that these responses have taught me. 
* * *

50 YEARS AGO — Football had the spotlight as usual in No- 
vember of 1915. Auburn was ranked second in the Southern Inter- 
collegiate Athletic Association that year. 


The highlight of the season was Au- 
burn’s 12—0 win over Georgia, in what 
O. B. Keller of the Atlanta Georgian 
described as one of the “wildest, mad- 
dest, craziest, fightingest, grandest 
games” he had ever seen. In that game, 
Auburn made a goal line stand on their 
one-yard line, while Georgia made four 
unsuccessful attempts to push the ball 
over. 

Auburn lost to Georgia Tech, how- 
ever, 7-0. But this was only their sec- 
ond loss to Tech in 19 contests. About 
10,000 people watched Vanderbilt de- 
feat Auburn in Birmingham, 17-0. 

Auburn’s athletic system gained na- 
tion-wide notice through Grantland 
Rice’s syndicated column. The nation’s 
leading sports writer suggested that 
Yale hire Auburn Coach Mike Donahue 
to head its team. 

Nineteen-fifteen was the year that the 
Southern Conference was formed, with 
Auburn as one of its first members. 
Two Auburn players, G. E. Taylor *15 
and George M. Steed ’15, were named 
All-Southern in football. 

The Auburn band, consisting of 32 
pieces, entertained at half-time and 


the Mariner “Mission to Mars” Project.

The Guild commissioned Maltby 
Sykes of the Art Department to produce 
the portrait of Applebee, a member of 
the Auburn faculty since 1926 when 
art was taught in the Department of 
Architecture under the School of En- 
gineering.

Moulthrop On Viet 
Mission Of Mercy 


Maj. Robert Moaulthrop ’52 is one 
of the three outsiders who visited the 
village of Dak Rtih, South Viet Nam 
on a mission of mercy a few weeks 
ago. In a story for the Birmingham 
News, Jack Haoper tells of the difficult 
trip that the armed convoy made 
through the Viet Cong - infested jung- 
le to the village that nobody wanted. 

Dak Rtih is the only viliage in the 
Viet Cong territory that has no security 
measures. Their security is a disease 
as old as mankind—leprosy. The Viet 
Cong attacked the village once, but 
left in panic when they discovered the 
disease. 

A sector advisor for this province, 
Maj. Moulthrop of Eufaula, carried a 
truck load of salt, rice, bulgar wheat, 
soap, cigarettes, and medical supplies 
to the village. He helped distribute 
CARE packages, clothing from Cath- 
olic relief services, and soap donated 
by U. S. hotel chains among the vil- 
lagers. Medical technicians worked fur- 
iously ta resupply the small village 
dispensary in the few daylight hours 
alotted for the visit. An American Mis- 
sionary supplied the dispensary before 
the VC overran the area. 

Maj. Moulthrop has been in Viet Nam 
since July. He is married to the form- 
er May Leen Sparks of Georgetown, 
Ga., and has two children. 
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~ Auburn Faces Tide With SEC Title At Stake 
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Auburn’s sophomore-dominated squad apparently is determined 
to confound the dopesters. They face Alabama in Birmingham unde- 
feated and once-tied in the SEC with the conference title awaiting 


the winner. Actually Auburn can win 
the title with a tie against the Tide. In 
each game below they crossed up the 
predictions—losing to Southern Mississ- 
ippi, then defeating Florida and 
Georgia, the latter 21-19. (Press dead- 
line prevented a summary of the Geor- 
gia game.) 

AUBURN 0 — SOU. MISSISSIPPI 3 

With regular safetyman Bobby Beaird 
out of the game because of a knee 
sprain, Auburn fumbled a punt at its 
own 20 and Southern Mississippi kicked 
a field goal seven plays later to take 
a 3-0 victory over the Tigers in Cliff 
Hare Stadium. 

Auburn drove to the Southern 11 in 
the second quarter but Don Lewis’ 
field goal from the 18 was blocked by 
Billy Youmans to stop the Tigers’ only 
serious threat of the game. 

The Southerners got their big break 
moments later when they recovered a 
fumbled punt at the Tiger 20. They 
maved to a first down at the Auburn 
four but couldn’t score in three downs 
so George Sumrall came in and booted 
a 26-yard field goal. 

Southern held Auburn to only 57 
yards passing and 78 yards rushing. 
Auburn’s defense allowed only two 
pass completions and held Vic Purvis, 
the leading rusher in the nation going 
into the game, to only one yard. 

AUBURN 28 — FLORIDA 17 

Auburn followed up one of the most 
shocking defeats in its history with 
one of its greatest victories in beating 
nationally fifth-ranked Florida, 28-17. 

Neither team scored in the first 
quarter, but Flarida put 10 points on 
the scoreboard in the second period. 
Quarterback Steve Spurrier guided 
Florida from its own 43 to the Auburn 
10 before the Tigers held, forcing a 
field goal of 26 yards by Wayne Bar- 
field. 

The Gators came back the next time 
it got the ball and drove 63 yards in 
five plays to take a 10-0 lead. The TD 
came on a 22-yard pass from Spurrier 
to Jack Harper. 

Held to only three first downs and 
55 yards total offense in the first half, 
Auburn started its second half explos- 


ion midway through the third quarter. 


Alex Bowden came off the bench and 
moved Auburn 61 yards in five plays 
for a touchdown. The TD came on a 29- 
yard pass from Bowden to end Scott 
Long. 

On the first scrimmage play follow- 
ing the kickoff, Auburn linebacker Bill 
Cody picked off a Spurrier pass at the 
Gator 29 and raced to the end zone to 
give Auburn a 14-10 lead. 

Flcrida came back to score on an 
ll-yard pass to Charles Casey, culmin- 
ating an 80-yard drive. 

Two series later, Bowden hit end 
Freddie Hyatt sprinting behind the 
Gator cornerback for a 69-yard touch- 
down to put Auburn back ahead 21-17. 

Just two minutes from the end of 
the game, Spurrier fumbled. the ball 
fram the six back into the end zone 
and Cody recovered it for the final 
Auburn touchdown. 

Bowden passed for 149 yards on six 
completions in 13 attempts. Mike Peril- 
lard was Auburn’s leading rusher with 
28 yards on seven carries. 

AUBURN 25—MISS. STATE 18 

Auburn drove for a field goal the 
first time it had the ball but had to 


come from behind later to defeat Miss- 
ississippi State 25-18 and remain in 
first place in the SEC standings. 

The Tigers started from their own 
20 in the first quarter with Tom Bryan 
at quarterback and drove to the 48. 
Then Auburn unveiled a new com- 
bination of backs: Bryan moved to full- 
back and Alex Bowden came in at 
quarterback. 

The drive continued to the State 27, 
where Don Lewis kicked a 44-yard 
field goal. 

State picked up a field goal in the 
second quarter to go out at intermission 
all even at 3-3. The Tiger defense had 
to! stop State four times inside the 
Auburn 30-yard line. 

Dan Bland ran the second half kick- 
off back to the Auburn 17 and on the 
second play from scrimmage, Ashby 
Cook passed 15 yards to end Harland 
Reed for the touchdown that put State 
ahead 9-3 as James Neill missed the 
extra point. 

Auburn came right back and drove 
80 yards to take a 10-9 lead. Bowden 
passed nine yards to wingback Jim 
Bouchillon for the touchdown. The next 
time the Tigers got the ball they drove 
70 yards for another touchdown, this 
one coming on a one-yard run by 
Bryan. 

State wasn’t out of it and drove for 
a touchdown fram its own 35 in just 
four plays. Cook tossed 15 yards to 
end Dave Nugent for the score. 

Auburn added another TD on a four- 
yard pass fram Bowden to end Scott 
Long to end a 73-yard drive. The Tigers 
then got a safety with just 18 seconds 
remaining when Freddie Hyatt tackled 
Marcus Rhoden in the end zone when 
Rhoden was trying to return a punt. 

Bowden hit on 11 of 16 passes for 
149 yards and two touchdowns. Bryan 
was the game’s leading rusher with 82 
yards on 14 carries.

In July the Southern Company honored 72-year-old Lonnie P. 
Sweatt, Jr., 15 for 50 years of distinguished service in the electrifica- 
tion of Alabama and Mississippi. And, though compulsory retirement 


age has forced him to resign as a 
director of the Southern Co. and chair- 
man of the board of the Mississippi 
Power Co., he remains active as a di- 
rector of the Mississippi Co. 

Mr. Sweat began working with power 
plants at Auburn as a student engin- 
eer in the ccllege power plant. At that 
time the plant furnished water and 
electricity for both the college and the 
town. 

His professional career began short- 
ly after graduation when he joined 
Alabama Power Co. as an electrician 
and later became foreman of a state-

In 1921, 
Mr. Sweatt became manager of Ala- 
bama Power’s western division and in 
1923 manager of its southern division. 


He moved to Gulfport Miss., as gen- 
eral manager to help organize the Miss- 
issippi Power Co., which was estab- 
lished on January 1, 1924. In the fol- 
lowing years the company grew into a 
leading ccrporation, and Mr. Sweatt 
has been cited as a leader in the in- 
dustrialization of the state and in im- 
proving the economy of the area and 
region. 


In 1930 he was named a vice presi- 
dent of Mississippi Power Co. and be- 
came president in 1944. He retired in 
1958 as president to become chairman 
af the board. At compulsory retirement 
age of 70, Mr. Sweatt relinquished his 
other positions but continues at a di- 
rector. 


He is also chairman of the board of 
directors of Hancock Bank and is a 
charter member of the Mississippi Ag- 
ricultural & Industrial Board. He has 
served as a colonel on the staffs of 
Governors Fielding Wright and Hugh 
White of Mississippi and Robert Ken- 
non of Louisiana. He is a_ past 
director of the Southern Services, Inc., 
past trustee of Southern Research In- 
stitute, and a past member of the Pow- 
er Reactor Development Co.

“During the middle of last winter I 
became interested in the little-known 
sixteenth century poet Thomas Tussa, 
who in 1557 published his A Hundreth 
Good Pointes of Husbandry, a sort of 
farming manual ‘in poetry. Late one 
night in my study, I read a part of 
Tussa’s book entitled ‘A Note of Cock- 
_Crewing,’ in which these lines appear: 


Cock crows at night, times few . 
above six, 

With pause to his neighbor to 
answer betwixt. 


“IT had just finished reading these 
lines when out of the winter darkness 
came the crowing of a rooster (I live 
near Negro housing where chickens are 
kept). It crowed five times, and then 
there was a long pause. In that pause 
I heard a second rooster crowing from 
still farther off in the distance: ‘With 
pause to his neighbor to answer be- 
twixt.’ My rooster then crowed once 
more: ‘Cock crows at midnight, times 
few above six.’ I looked at the clock 
on my desk—I don’t know why, really 
—the time was exactly 10 minutes 
past midnight. 


“As far as I had been concerned, a 
rooster always crows at daybreak. I 
had never heard a rooster crow at any 
other time. This whole episode left me 
sitting there transported. I actually felt 
as though Thomas Tussa had spoken 
to me across the ages. Indeed, I felt 
somewhat as Coleridge must have felt 
when Kubla Khan came to him. 


“Incidentally, that rooster did not 
crow at midnight during the summer. 
As Tussa had said earlier in his poem, 
it is only in winter that the ‘cock crows 
at midnight.’ ”

TEN TIMES SIX—When I began Mas- 
ter’s study in 1955, there were six of 
us graduate students in English: B. T. 
Hartley, Denny Ray, (Mrs.)>Jean Hall, 
(Mrs.) Ann Grub, (Miss) Ruth Leh- 
mann, and me. The professors qualified 
to teach graduate courses outnumbered 
as well as outranked us. 

Going back to full-time studies now, 
ten years later, I find we graduate stu- 
dents in English number 64—but the 
depths of our ranks doesn’t intimidate 
the graduate professors one whit; they 
are just as demanding as ever before. 

My fellow students range in age from 
the very youthful Miss Pam Houston, 
who is barely old enough to vote, to 
my sage friend R. L. Brittain, who has 
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passed the half-century mark. At least 
three of the number—Stan Van Etten, 
Bill Cook, and Charles Chance—are or- 
dained ministers holding pastoral po- 
sitions with churches in the vicinity. 
The sinners undoubtedly outnumber 
these men of God in English graduate 
courses! 


These 64 students hold among them 
degrees from at least 40 different col- 
leges and universities throughout the 
land, and their life experiences and at- 
titudes are almost as varied as their 
academic backgrounds. One misses the 


intimacy of the small band of 10 years.

Hamilton Honors John B. Hodges ’09

“A small town banker with a big heart” was honored in Hamil- 
ton August 14 by countless friends and members of the banking pro- 


fession from over the country. 

“John Belton Hodges’ Day” in honor 
of his 50 years of continous service to 
his community and the banking indus- 
try, was climaxed with a banquet at 
the Holiday Motel which was filled 
to capacity. 

The quiet, unassuming man brushed 
tears from his eyes as the humble and 
the proud toasted him and gave testimo- 
nials concerning a few of the events of 
the half-century he has spent as gener- 
al manager of the main office of the 
Marion County Banking Co. here. 

Close friends had a hard time de- 
ciding which he is best at—banking, 
church working, gardenifg or hollering, 
“War Eagle.” 

He has been with the bank almost 
since it was organized, has been a pil- 
lar in the First Methodist Church of 
Hamilton for 49 years, still has the 
prettiest garden on his block and can 
boost Auburn University louder and 
longer than most of the young bucks. 

He has been practicing since 1909 
when he was the third student from 
Marion County to graduate from Au- 
burn, then Alabama Polytechnic In- 
Institute. 

Known as Belton to most of his 
friends and customers, he started bank- 
ing in Hamilton in a small one-room 
building made of native sandstone 
which was a one-man operation for the 
first five years. 

Ran Bank Alone 

He ran the bank alone, with the 
help of his wife who brought the 
children to the bank at night about the 
first of the month. As the banker 
would prepare statements to the cus- 
tomers Mrs. Hodges would stuff them 
in the envelopes while the children 
slept on a nearby pallet on the floor. 

About six years later, a little fellow 
named Hightower Millican was added 
to the staff. He was very small, and 
has nat grown much since, and people 
tell that he was only six years old at 
the time. 

He is still working alongside the boss 
as assistant cashier. 

The two have been together all their 
lives, they say, so they have brought 
adjoining lots in the local cemetery. 
“We've spent our lives together, so 
we might as well continue our asso- 
ciation into eternity,” they tell their 
friends.
